senate adjourned at 8 o'clock last 
night, after a secret session of seven 
and a half hours, it was apparent to 
the most sanguine friends of the 
general treaty ot arbitration with 
Sreat Britain that no vote could be 
secured at this session of the senate. 
The fact that a motion to postpone un- 
til March 5 had been defeated by a 
vote of 30 to 20 afforded no satisfaction. 
On the contrary, it emphasized the fact 
that those fighting the treaty intended 
there should be< affirmative action of no 
kind. 
Filibustering was indulged in. 


In old time vigor, and when, after 
two hours of this sort of thing, the call 
of tbe senate failed to establish the 
presence ot a quorum, a motion to ad- 
journ prevailed, and the treaty was 
left hanging in the balance. It is not 
improbable that Mr. Sherman may

Senator Nelson, rep., Minn., opened 
the discussion with an earnest appeal 
for the adoption of his motion to post- 
pone the treaty until March 5. He

sideration of the subject was begun 
that final action was out of the ques- 
tion at the present session. He ad< 
mitted that his special interest in hav- 
ing the treaty go over was to give time 
for the consideration of the hankrupt- 
cy bill, for the passage of which, he 
said, there was a 'crying demand from 
all parts of the country. Senators 
Teller, silver rep., Col., and Stewart, 
pop., Nev., supported the motion to 
postpone in brief speeches.

He said 
that, while the treaty was new, the 
subject was old, and the country was 
fully prepared to accept with favor the 
senate's ratification of the present 
document.

Mr. Platt in a five-minute speech, in 
which a* appealed to the advocates of 
postponement to withdraw their oppo 
sitlon to a vote on ratification, and 
receiving no favorable response "to 
this indirect inquiry put the question 
direct whether they meant to permit a 
vote. To this inquiry" .Senator Teller 
responded, saying that there was n< 
intention on the part of the advocates 
of postponement to permit an immedi 
ate vote.

The heavy exceeB of merchandise 
exports over import* in January, the 
continuance. of exchange rates showing 
that Etirope is still largely indebted to 
this country on current account, and 
the prospect that congress will adjourn 
without any disturbing action, all have 
then- favorable influence upon the 
money market and upon future under- 
takings. In nearly every branch, the 
great iron and steel industry feels the 
upward impulse supplied by purchases 
of steel rails, said to be half a million 
tons each from the Illinois Steel com- 
pany and from the Carnegie company, 
besides some from other companies and 
bout 100,000 to foreign purchasers. 
Nearly all the great railroads of tlie 
country have seized the opportunity to 
supply themselves with rails for one or 
two years' requirements.

mous orders have advanced Bessemer 
pig at Pittsburg only IS cents per ton,

The ship- 
ments of boots and shoes in February 
have been about 3,000 cases larger than 
in any previous year to date, and the 
increasing orders have enabled some 
works to start, although very many 
buyers still hesitate to pay t^ie ad- 
vanced prices demanded. But leather 
is well supported at the recent advance 
in prices by larger purchases and is a 
shade stronger, while hides, although 
irregular and peculiarly sensitive at 
Chicago, are also a shade stronger in 
quotations. The recent decline and 
subsequent rise in raw cotton have not 
materially affected the mnnufactxire, 
which is gradually getting rid of its 
accumulated surplus, though there 
seems to be but little increase as yet 
in the demand for goods.

Tlie demand for woolen 
goods does not scetn to have expanded 
materially, and no quotable change in. 
prices lias appeared during the week. 
The heavy exports in January, follow- 
ing the unprecedented excess of ex- 
ports over imports of merchandise in 
the four previous months, are largely 
due to. the fact that neither the wheat 
nor the cotton market*; have been ma- 
terially controlled by speculation. The 
western receipts of wheat are still 
small. The western receipts of corn 
have been well nigh double la&t year's. 
Evidently this movement is displacing 
many million busheis of wheat in for- 
eign consumption. Figwee at this sea- 
son do not count for much in cotton. 
though large supplies aad duniawhing 
domestic demand on account of the 
partial closing of many mtlis have ma- 
terially influenced the market.

OUR BOSTON LETTER, 


Northern Berkshire Repre- 


sentatives Much in Evi- 


dence this Week. 


HOW THE SCHOOL LOAN PASSED. 


Unexpected Opposition Was Encount- 


ered and Overcome With Credit to 


the City's Representatives. 


Reformers Not Fanatics. 


Boston, Feb. 19.—The otty of North 


Adims has been very much In evidence 
here at the legislature this week. One of 
the three bills that the city asked for 
early la the session encountered the op- 
position of the honorable member from 
Milton, IB the House, Edward L. Pierce, 
and before he got through with the 
Northern Berkshire delegation, he made 
it rather warm for them. 


Opposition to the Bill. 


To be sure, the bill was contested, fin- 


ally passed to its engrossment by an over- 
whelming majority, but the men from 
the northwestern city were a lltUe soared 
on adjournment Wednesday, with the 
debate on the bill pending. Evidence of 
their hustling, abilities 
were apparent 


Thuisday when the vote on the Fierce 
amendment was taken. 


Mr. Pierce's opposition to the bill, on 


the ground that It provided special legis- 
atiou, was not very well received by the 
House. A large majority of the members 
had heard him In this same strain on the 
Fairhayen and Holyoke bills and were 
apparently content to bear with him till 
he bad finished and then to vote with 
North Adams. 
But the Milton man 


called attention to the fact that while the 
general law provided that school house 
loans should be paid m twenty years, the 
North Adems people were to be given 
thirty yean In which to pay this particu- 
lar bill, the House pricked up its ears and 
commenced to ply the North Adams dele, 
gation with questioa<i. 


Required Considerable Talk. 


Mr. Richmond and Mr. Magenls of 


North Adams had offered clever argu- 
ments la lavor of the bill to which the 
House had listened with considerate at- 
tention. But specific reasons were de- 
manded for the extra ten years wanted 
for the bonds to run and one or two of 
the strong men of tbeH ouse declared 
their hostility to the bill unless these 
questions were answered. 


Then Mr. Hall of Wiliiamstown was in- 


judicious. At the very last moment of 
Wednesday's debate he told the House 
that North Adams knew whatahe wanted 
and that her requests should be granted. 
This called forth a hot word from the 
sage of Worcester, Mr. Moriarty, who 
wanted to know of Mr. Hall why the leg- 
islature had tied the hands of cities with 
regard to the expf nuidure of money, if 
hia argument were trae. This sally closed 
the first day's debata but it was resumed 
early Thursday afternoon, by the mem- 
ber from Milton, who renewed his oppo- 
sition to the measure and was iaolined to 
scold the House for net heeding his warn- 
ings relative to the unnecessary amount 
of special legislation enacted. 


The BeclRiilu£ of tile Eud. 


Mr. Richmond stood by the bill on the 


second day and explained the reasons 
that tbe city bad Cor a long term loan. 
Nearly everybody but the member from 
Milton appeared satisfied. 
The latter 


paid his respects to the chairman of the 
judiciary committee, Mr. Myers of Cam- 
bridge, for bis friendliness to the measure, 
and provoked the Cambridge man to a 
spirited reply, that placed the case before 
the House in Its true light. 


The sum of Myer's argument was that 


modern conditions demanded modern 
treatment and that the modern treatment 
in this case was to give to North Adams 
the authority to do what she ought abd 
wished to do—provide schools for the 
children who were now without school 
aocomodations. 
It was about the same 


argument as that presented on the open- 
ing day by Mr. Bichmond of North 
Adams, that the eity of North Adams 


B confronted by a condition and not a 


theory. 


C««j Hustle a. Well as Talk 


Of course the people of North Adams 


have heard bow the Pierce amendment 
was lost, 12 to 127 and how the bill was 
then passed to be engrossed by a vote that 
fairly shook the rafters of the big build- 
ing. Tbe big vote in favor of the bill 
demonstrates that the representatives 
(pom tbe city among the Berkshire's are 
men who can hustle as well as talk. 


The debate offered an opportunity for 


Representative Magenis to make his 
maiden speech. He remarked with some 
force that he had expected no opposition 
from the Milton member, after his sun- 
cesstnl eflorts in a similar direction with 
the Fail-haven and Holyoke bills. The 
younger member was paid for this sally 
on Thursday, and with interest.

proaching Resignation of 
Judge Shepherd Thayer.. 


APPROPRIATE RESOLUTIONS, 


Unanimously Adopted.

tary References to Judge thayer's 


Work. What the Bar Desires 


in His 


..Wagner 


In view of the expected resignation of 


Judge Thayer a meeting of the local 
members of the Berkshire bar was held In 
the district court room Friday evening. 
Col. A, Potter was chairman and B. H. 
Beer, secretary. The following resolu- 
tions were adopted relative to Judge 
Thayer*. retirement, and also regarding 
what should be expected of his suoce*. 


Some years ago, wholly without his so- 
licitation, and upen the unanimous rec- 
ommendation of the bar, Bon, Shepherd 
Thayer. an old and highly respected citi- 
zen and lawyer of ripe experience, was 
appointed standing Justice of the Dis- 
trict Court of Northern Berkshire, to suc- 
ceed Hon. Oeorge P. Lawrence, now the 
honored President of the Massachusetts 
Senate. 


Since hia appointment, Judge -Thayer 
has abandoned hia large and lucrative 
legal practice and has devoted his whole 
time and abilities to the discharge of his 
duties u Justice of the District Court of 
Northern Berkshire. To that position he 
brought that ripe legal experience and 
judgment whion is only gained by long 
and active practice at the bar. 
While he has been universally kind and 


conrteoui, it is apparent to all that it has 
been his highest ambition as Standing 
Justice of the District Court of Northern 
Berkshire to act with strict impartiality, 
in accordance with his experience, judg- 
ment and knowledge of the law. 
But advancing years and failing health 
have, greatly to our sorrow, admonished 
our venerable Mend and brother that he 
must ask to be relieved of the growing 
and exacting duties of his office, and he 
has already eommniicateti to members of 
the bar his conviction and purpose to re- 
sign his burdens as Justice of our District 
Court. 


Therefore, be it resolved that we most 
deeply regret the circumstances which 
have seemed to him to make his resigna- 
tion imperative, and that we bow to his 
determination to resign only in obedience 
to his wishes, many times expressed, and 
with the hope that aa he shall pass 
further down the western slope of life, 
the knowledge that he possesses thenn- 
anitnus reepeot and good will of the 
bers of this bar may pa to him aoontinne^ 
source of gratrneatlon and pleasure. 


By recent statutes the civil jurisdiction 
of tbe District Court of Northern Berk- 
shire has been increased from three hun- 
dred to one thousand dollars, and its 
criminal jurisdiction now Include* all 
oases below felony. It has, territorially, 
more than twenty thousand people with- 
in limit*. It is, In civil matters peculiarly 
the court of the) oommon people, because 
it contemplates and provides for a com- 
paratively eaeap and quick settlement ol 
their controversies, without the delay 
and expense of going to the superior 
court twenty miles away. 
It saould be in keeping with the prog- 
ress and aspirations of the new City o] 
North Adams, and should be ajubstantia: 
aid and safeguard to that municipality. 
The people of North Adams, ever alive to 
their interests, have aonght by careful 
and earnest deliberation, nnder the wise 
and brilliant leadership of our esteemed 
Mayor, Hon. Albert C. Honghton, to make 
our city a model among progressive mu- 
nioal governments. 
It seems eminently fitting, therefore, 
that the North Adama bar. mindful of Its 
obligations, should do what it may to 
make the District Court of Northern 
Berkshire a model of its class. The stand- 
ard of excelle nee required of officials it 
all departments of our city government 
shonid appHf in equal or even greater de- 
gree to the administration of the affairs 
and busin.es of uur District-Court. Local 
law and order waits and is dependent 
upon it, 


We feel that the successor of lodge 


Thayer should be a man of education, 
legal training and abiHtjr, of unswerving 
integrity, firm, yet humane, absolutely 
independent and impartial, and entirely 
free from the entanglement* and obliga- 
tions of tbe practicing lawyer. Be should 
not be the paid adviser or advocate ol 
anyone, but only the impartial judge, 
guided and influenced solely by the law, 
and the trepidations of the Balance in 
respect to evidence, so that his judgmenl 
shall oomnMmd'nnivenal confidence and 
respect. 


We feel that the Dnsent salary of the 
Standing Justice oT the ConrUwelve hun- 
dred oooarsper year,], not .umoieat oom- 
peneatln tor a man of requisite qnallnoa? 
tions, wbo shall do no law business. We 
therefore pledge ourselves to such proper 
action aa may secure an adequate salary 
lor such Justice. 


In matter* (Acting property, 


liberty, and the punishment and preven- 
tion of oriose, an able, fair and impartial 
court is of most vital consequence. 
This principle can not be better or more 


forcibly expressed than by Article XXIX 
of the Constitution of this Common- 
wealth, which safe: "It is essential to 
the preservation of the righta of every in- 
dividual, his Ufa. liberty, property and 
character, that there be an impartial in- 
terpretation of tbe laws, and administra- 
tion of justice. It Is the right of every 
citizen to be tried by judges as free, im- 
partial and independent as the lot 
humanity will admit." 
Therefore, be it further resolved that it 
is the deliberate and unanimous judgment 
and sense of this bar that the successor of 
Judge Thayer ought to be, not only a man 
of proper qualifications for the high am 
honorable office, but that he shonid ab- 
stain wholly from practicing law or giv- 
ing legal advice to litlgante or persons 
within his judicial districts, to the em 
that his judgments shall always he impar- 
tial and Independent, and absolutely iree 
from any secret interest or influence which 
might'eiist or be suspected to exist it he 
shonid engage in the practice of tbe law

TO MOVE THE DISTRICT COURT. 


It Will be Located in the Building on 


State Street. 


A moTement is on foot to move the dii 


trlot court room from tbe city hmll build- 
Ing: owned by the city on State street. The 
new quarters of toe court will be the 
rooms occupied trince the erection of the 
building by the Hoosao Valley News, 
which IB to vioatoby the first of March, 


This atep is rendered necessary by the 


need of more room at the city hull for of- 
fice*. The assessors need permanent 
quarters and safe storage for their books 
and papers, the overseer of the poor will 
need an office and there is not room 
enough at present m the office of the city 
engineer. It is desirable to have the offl 
ces of all city official! in the city hall, bat 
this is not possible with the court room 
there. 


In the State street building the court 


room will be on the second floor and the 
clerk's office on tbe first floor. A covered 
passage way will be built between the 
court room and the police station so that 
prieonera can be taken from one building 
to the other without going out of doors, 
and the whole arrangement will be very 
convenient. 


The present court room IB leased to the 


county fora term of years, but it is be- 
lieved there will be no trouble in effecting 
the change, as the cou^ will be as well 
or better accommodated than now, and 
with no increase in expense. 


Omseer of the Poor. 


William H. Woodbead, wbo has been 


appointed overseer of the poor, received 
the following letter from Mayor Hougb- 
ton;

MYDEAB SnK—Tbe act establishing a 


single overseer of the poor, whioh has 
jtut token affect, Is in accord with the 
plan now generally accepted in j Germany, 
Where the moat; humane and scientific 
system of poor relief yet divised prevail... 


The English teet of poverty is the wlll- 


ingneflB of the pauper to go to the poor 
house: the German teat IB of personal and 
continual inrectigatlon in each case. 


The English idea briefly is to do as little 


for the poor ontalde of its institutions as 
Is safe for the com inanity: tbe German 
plan in TO do aa much as Is safe for the 
beneficiary. 


It is desired that these different methoda 


as practised iti the best English and Ger- 
man cities should be carefully studied and 
the beat features of each system adopted. 


The office of overseer of the poor is 


among the most serious duties of a citizen 
and demands for Its fulfillment active love 
of one's neighbor and a keen sense of jus- 
tice. Such official must listen with friendly 
sympathy to the appeals of the poor 
checking with care undeserving attempts 
cautiously distributing the necessary aid 
and preventing idleness and vice from 
being supported and fostered. He must 
combine humanity with firmness and the 
interests of the poor with the interest* of 
the oity. 
All oases of oat door relief should receive 
his personal investigation. So far as he is 
able he should also interest himself in the 
education under healthful influence 01 
the children of the poor. 


Believing that the commanlty will agrei 


witu me in regarding you well qualifier 
to discharge suoh duties, in the spirit and 
manner I have indicated, I enclose your 
appointment ae Overseer of the Poor.
